1 . The reply filed August 27, 2003 is improper because it is not 
limited to appeal or to amendment as specified in 37 CFR 1.113:

1.191), or to amendment as specified in §1.1 14 or § 1.116. Petition may be taken to the 
Commissioner in the case of objections or requirements not involved in the rejection of any 
claim (§ 1.181). Reply to a final rejection or action must comply with § 1 . 1 1 4 or paragraph (c) of 
this section. For final actions in an inter partes reexamination filed under § 1.913, see § 1 .953.

2. Except where an amendment merely cancels claims, adopts examiner suggestions, 
removes issues for appeal, or in some other way requires only a cursory review by the examiner, 
compliance with the requirement of a showing under 37 CFR 1 .
